In the second game, the visit- 
ing Pontiacs. scored three quick 
runs on a homer hit by D. John- 
son, the catcher, with two men 
on base. Barrhead held the lead 
until the fifth inning, when the 
team seemed to collapse. Viking 
scored one run in the fourth on 
a round-tripper off the bat of 
Larry Procktor with the bases 
empty. From then on it. was 
Viking all the way. They scored 
a total of 18 runs to come up 
with the lopsided 18-3 score.

W.H.T. Mead, Livestock Com- 
missioner, suggests that commer- 
cial swine producers might be 
well advised to consider using a 
tattoo in the ears of their pigs. 


{This would be a possible means 


of identification provided the 
pigs could be found before they 
were slaughtered. This is just a 
suggestion which might help. 


Registration of Bée Keepers: 

“Every person keeping bees in 
Alberta whether only one colo- 
ny or a large number, is required 
by the Bee Diseases Act of Al- 
berta to register with the Apiary 
Branch, Dept. of Agriculture, Ed- 
monton. There is no charge made 
for this registration. 

The Apiary Branch periodi- 
cally sends information regard- 
ing beekeeping and disease con- 
trol to all registered beekeepers. 
| Those not registered miss this 
Merrsan information. 

‘American foulbrood is a di- 
sease that can make beekeeping 
an unprofitable enterprise if not 
kept under control. All register- 
ed colonies are checked periodi- 
cally to make certain they are 
free of disease, and also to ad- 
vise beekeepers on management 
problems. Unregistered beekeep- 
ers miss out on this valuable ser- 
vice. 

All keepers who have not done 
so, should send their name and 
address and number of colonies, 
to the Apiary Branch, Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, Ed- 
monton.”

In case of fire, if it is necessary 
to cross a smoke-filled room, tie 
a wet cloth around nose and mouth 
and proceed on hands and knees 
across the floor, where the smoke 
will be less dense.

What rankles most, apparently, 
is that women can’t show their 
disapproval by simply not buying 
soap, Th y feel the consumer has 
a right to a choice... a choice 
or a premium or a reduced price.

In a report to the Board of Di- 
rectors of the [nterprovincial Steel 
Corporation Ltd. of Regina, A. S.

This is 
Saskatchewan’s first such’ excava- 
tion under strict archaeological 
control. Zenon Pohorecky, consult- 
‘ing archaeologist for the Museum 
of Natural History in Regina, be- 
lieves that. the excavation will 
yield new and valuable information 
about the customs and, beliefs of 
early Indian tribes on the prairies. 

Mr. Pohorecky pointed out that 
in the past many Indian graves 
have been found im Saskatchewan, 
but. that they, have been disturbed 
by amateur: diggers and so have 
not been of much archaeological 
value. He commended John Derr 
and Herman Drewes, who found 
the grave, for leaving it untouch- 
ed and notifying authorities. The 
grave was discovered as the men 
were clearing land for cultivation. 

The grave is that of a young 
Indian woman, probably in her 
twenties, who apparently died of 
a head injury between 100 and 200 
years ago. It would appear that 
she was an important person. 
Numerous trinkets and_ utensils 
were buried with her, and she was 
adorned with a necklace, a ring 
and a brass bracelet. The burial 
was carried out with considerable 
ritual, red ochre presumably being 
used for purification of the spirit. 
The body was placed on a buffalo 
hide and laid in a north-south di- 
rection with the face ‘-oking into 
the noonday ‘sun. The head was

Strangely enough, the new drugs 
have proved to be of greater 
value in treating the most severe 
forms of hypertension than in the 
management of the ordinary, un- 
complicated case; This apparent 
contradiction is .due to: the ten- 
dency of all the known blood 
pressure lowering drugs to pro- 
duce various more or less un- 
Pleasant side effects which often 
make the patient with mild hyper~ 
tension feel much worse than he 
did before treatment was 
started, ; 

Since the only purpose one-can 
hope to achieve in treating the 
uncomplicated case is tu postpone 
the onset of complications, and 
since these may not occur for a 
very long time even if the patient 
receives no treatment, many doo- 
tors feel that the use of the new 
drugs in patients who have no 
symptoms should be limited to the . 
fortunate few in whom they pro- 
duce a definit lowering of the 
blood pressure without any un- 
pleasant side effects. 

In patients who are already suf- 


sult of high blood pressure, on the 
other hand, such side effects may 
be a small price to pay for the 
improvement ‘which is often 
achieved by careful use of various 
drugs. 

It is obvious, then, that the 
main hope for the future lies in 
an ever-broadening programme of 
research, not only on high blood 
pressure itself but on its Ba. 

In the caemaitinte it should be 
possible to lift a tremendous bur- 
den of unnecessary anxiety and 
suffering from the shoulders of 
the great majority of hypertensive 
patients by merely putting into 
practice what has already been | 
discovered about ‘the natural 
course of the disease. .

Limits Reduced 


Bag limits on ducks in Alberta 
are reduced this year as the di- 
rect result of a diminshed wild- 
fowl population, the Canadiah 
Wildlife Service announced to- 
day. q 

The duck population has de- 
clined so much this year as the 
result of the drying up of their 
breeding grounds that some cur- 
tailment of duck hunting is es- 
sential for good hunting in the 
future. i 

The new migratory bird regu- 
lations for Alberta reduce the 
daily bag limit from 10 to seven 
and the possession limit from 40 
to 21. Limits on geese, rails and 
coots, and Wilson’s Snipe remain 
the same. Daily bag and posses- 
sion lirhits for these birds are: 
geese, five and 10; rails and 
coots, 10 and 20; Wilson’s snipe, 
eight and 16. 

The seasons are Sept. 1 - Nov. 
28 for ducks, geese, rails and 
coots in Northern Alberta and 
Sept. 19 - Nov. 28 in Southern 
Alberta. The Southern Alberta 
season has been reduced more 
than three weeks from last year. 
Wilson’s snipe seasons are Sept. 
1 - Oct. 17 in the North and Sep- 
tember 19 - Oct. 17 in the South. 

Special limitations will govern 
the hunting of canvasback and 
redhead, which are expected. to 
be seriously affected by the 
prairie drought. The daily bag 
may not include more than four 
canvasbacks and redheads and 
not more than eight may be pos-
